S.R.O. 829.—In exercise of the poweis confered by section 5 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby directs that 
the power to make orders under section 3 of the said Act, shall, in relation to 
drugs, be exercisable also by the Slate Government of Uttar Pradesh subiect to 
the following conditions:— 

(a) The Stale Government shall obtain the prior approval of the Central 

Government as regards any order to be issued by the State Govern¬ 
ment in this respect. 

(b) This order shall remain in force for a period of one month commencing 

on and from the date of its publication in the Gazette of India.
